Corbett, Talbot, Gott, and Slaughter, who 
practice in this county, and learn from them that the only 2 cases of 
smallpox treated during this year were in the Jefferson district, just 
north of Alexandria.

26, 1899. During the week ended July 1, 1 case and 1 death were 
reported.
